How to Mend Marble. 
Blender parts of ornamental marble 
can be easily mended with seccotine fish 
glue or any adhesive medium, Solid 
marble should be treated with plaster-of- 
Paris, mixed to a stiff paste with warm 
water, It must be used immediately after 
mixing, as it quickly becomes hard.
